4. I attest that it is a fact that Marie Louise Fisseau, mother of 
his intended spouse, and Francoise Fisseau, his maternal grand- 
mother, are legitimate daughters of Pedro Fisseau and Francoise 
DeLorme; hence it results that we find ourselves linked by blood 
relationship in the third degree - and 


5. I attest that because we are poor people, without many goods, and 
that because of mich frequenting and carnal union that I have had 
with my intended spouse in the place named Bay St. Louis, at our 
residence, there have been three sons born to us: Bernard, four 
years old, Francois and Maximilien, twins, one year old, baptized 
by the pastor of Mobile, as my natural sons; for these just causes 
I ask of you, Senor, the favor of the dispensation from the said 
impediment, and that the corresponding ban be lifted so that the 
pastor of Mobile may marry us and marry us immediately, legitimizing 
at the same time our aforementioned three sons, 


I pray Your Excellency to provide what I penitently ask and I 
swear to you.

1801 LaFONTAINE-BOURGEOIS MARRIAGE RECORD 


The Fifth day of May of eighteen hundred and one, I don Juan Francisco Vange- 
ois, Parish Priest of the Church of Our Lady of the Conception of Mobile, be- 
ing on a visit to the Coast of Beloxi, at an Oratory (Chapel) which had been 
established, having dispensed with the admonishments because of lack of time, 
and with permission of the illustrious Bishop of this Diocese, and no Canoni- 
cal impediment resulting, from the information which I have now orally taken 
preceding the mutual consentment of the contracting (parties), I see and give 
the benediction with a Nuptial Mass, to Luis Augusto Lefonteine, native of New 
Orleans, son of majority age and legitimate of Pedro LaFontaine and Ana Maria 
Desbois, neighbored of this parish, on one part, and Catarina Bourgeois, daugh- 
ter of majority age and legitimate of deceased Francisco Bourgeois and of 
Mariana Fayard, native of this parish on the other part, they both acknowledg-

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Clifford "Zit" Bourgeois garage was built after he left working with 
George Huguet. He also built a home back of the garage. Both buildings are 
still there, and his youngest son still runs the garage. Louis Bourgeois wor- 
ked at the Court House he was “Zit's" father. 


Henry Himel's home is still standing. He was our Judge. Dr. Fraiche is 
present owner. 


Lloyd Himel a lawyer had his home next door. On the Property he built 
the present Post Office. The Colomb home was moved there, but is still stand- 
ing but nothing has been done to it. The old house was used for N.Y.A. during 
depression where Mrs. Randolph lived, and moved to rear of property. Home next 
door also used for N. Y. A. 


Model Farm was a plantation in that section. The Chenier family lived 
here. 


Vincent Ory had his home next door. His son and a daughter still lives 
there. 


Our old Court House is still standing going to ruins. New jail was add- 
ed later. This is where "Blackie" who during the war killed the Soldiers. He 
had gotten a free ride to go home, was electrocuted. We all remember the trial 
as the school sent the Civic class to attend. 


Gaston Brignac our Sheriff lived next door, and his Uncle and Aunt on the 
next property. A small service station was on front of property. 


Dugas family home was neighbors. 


Convent Post Office on Charles Subre Property was a small building, and 
just this past September 1987 our old Post Office was being moved to Darrow, 
LA. A lot of our older homes and buildings are going to the next parish. What 
a lost to us as this was a building that should have been on Historical, but 
will be on Dr. Judice home site. 


The Sacred Heart Convent. What a lovely building. It had many uses (1) 
as a College for Girls (2) a home for Nuns, and (3) to house Japanese Prisoners 
of War. It was demolished and the grounds sold. The children's Convent school 
was on the same ground. When the school closed one building was used for the 
Cigar Factory, also I believe a newspaper was printed in that building before 
moving it to St. Michael's Church grounds. 


John Lambremont home was next it was just demolished and taken away. He 
Was a School Teacher, and then Principal. 


R. C. Callawy, our County Agent, lived next door. Property owned by an 
Oil Company today. 


Nelson Lambremont's home was next it was sold to Ruth and Jeanette, from 
New Orleans, and now is sold to A. J. "Buzzy" Noble.

THE INDIAN CONNECTION AMONG GULF COAST FAMILIES 


by: Brother Jerome Lepre, S.C. 


Much has been said and written relative to the existence of an Indian 
connection among the colonial families along the Gulf Coast. Such a tradition 
is strongly entrenched in several family backgrounds, particularly those 
of Moran, Ladner and Lafontaine, among others. Many individuals have not 
only insisted on the truth of these traditions but have done what they could 
verbally to prove that such a connection exists. Some accept what they hear; 
others remain skeptical. 


Several months ago while working on another phase of the genealogy of 
my own family, I ran across a document which of itself does give a valid 
Indian connection in my background, and it is this interesting find that I 
should like to share with the reader. 


There seem to be two principal theories regarding an Indian ancestry. 
The first appears to be a tradition concerning a woman named "Emashapa" or 
Frances Emily Baudrau. This Indian lady seems to have been closely related 
and associated with the Lafontaine and Ladner families. The Lafontaine 
family originated in New Orleans. Jean Frederique dit Lafontaine and Marie 
Isbette LaVallee, his wife, were both from France. Their son, Pierre, 
married Marie Dubois, whose background is not known. Pierre and Marie had 
several children who eventually settled on the Gulf Coast, inter-marrying 


with the colonials of that area.! One of their sons, Louis Auguste, married 
Catherine Bourgeois, daughter of Francisco Bourgeois and Mariana Fayard 


of Bay St. Louis, Mississippi. The information regarding Catherine is 
found on the marriage record between her and Louis Auguste Lafontaine, located 


in the Immaculate Conception Cathedral Archives in Mobile, Alabama.2 According 
to a statement, written many years ago by Mr. Eugene Tiblier of Biloxi, 
Mississippi, the following is recounted: 


"I am a descendant of Auguste Lafontaine and Emashapa, 
known as Catherine Parrache. I would be the great, 
great grandson of Emashapa, known as Catherine Parrache 
the mother of Julienne Lafontaine and grandmother of 
Louise Ladner."

I noted your query in one of my wescelle received publications and took some 

time today to look through some of my/ notes, searching for something on the 

parents of Barthelemy Grelot. In some notes I received some years ago from 

Jack Belsom, I find he reports that in St. Louis Cathedral Ba;tismal Book 2 (1786- 
1796) » Page 123, No. 755: "7 Feb. 91 Isavel Grelot born 18 June 1787 as daughter 
of Bartholome Grelot and Maria juana Niquesa, and paternal grandparents being 
Esteban Grelot and Petronila Fensee/ native of Burdeos (uecticsant hs maternal grand- 
parents reported as J. B. Niquesa”and ia_Angela-Ginan™ (Gixand?), native of —— 
Mobile. Baptized by Felipe Sosie, native of Mobile, in case of necessity. Esteban 
native of Marseilles, parrein, Ursula Grelot, sister of infant, marreine.” 


It seems to me that you also had a query relating to a Phisot(?), but I cannot find 
the query right now. However, in the hope that it may help, I send you the following 
information from a form marriage record I ordered years ago from St. Louis Cathedral 
archives: “Marcial Miguel and Luisa Bautista Christian were lawfully married on 

the 9th Day of December 1801.....in the presence of Antonio Barco and Carlos Pan- 
guinet....Marcial Miguel, son of Juan Bautista Miguel and of Maria Neo; Luisa 
Bautista Christian, daughter of deceased Bautista Christian and of Maria Luisa 
Fisseaux, also deceased...". I believe this is the marriage of Marcial Nicaise, 

son of Juan Bautista Nicaise and of Maria Miot (Mayeux, Meaut, etc.). 


Our daughter Anita who has a chronic illness, but had been better for about 18 months, 
is having a relapse which began last week or 10 days ago, and I am sitting up with 
her, so I will make this short. I have not resumed genealogical research because 

I just don't have time any more to dig into it and, as you know, you have to stick 
with it day after day to really know what you're doing and to remember the names, 
relationships, and dates. Best of luck to you and continue your good work.

The "Josephine" on Page 93 of your book, shown as married to 
Bernard Dedeaux, is shown in DeLisle Church records as Josephine 
Nicaise. We must get together someday and share records, ‘ 
I just quickly re-read your Nov. 30 letter: No, we don't have 
the 1880 Census, complete, of Harrison and Hancock Counties. 
When John and I first began our research, we copied only those 
names which we knew, at the time, were related to the Morin-Morans, 
The only complete things we have are the 181]; and 1817 Tax Rolls 
for Hancock County (which, until 181, included Harrison, etc.) 

and the 1816 Territorial densus. Someday we hope to have time to 
publish these 181), 1816, and 1817 names, but we're now too busy 
with MOH&GS business to do the things we'd really like to do. 

There is so much erroneous information floating around about these 
old families that we think it important to publish, in the MCH&GS 
quarterliss, as much as we can of the records that are available as 
possible. And I must sign off now, because between now and this

The will of Belon Dedeaux (shown as "Belon" and also as "Bellon") 
is recorded in the Harrison County courthouse, A photostat is in 
our possession, 


We have never found a record of any Bernard Dedeaux in the coastal 
area until the 1850 Census shows a Bernard, age 16 I believe, in 
the household of Belon who is shown as age 67, 


The Dedeaux chart compiled by Sylvest Dedeaux shows a Bernard Dedeaux 
marrying Elizabeth Grelot. 


The same chart shows an Elena Dedeaux born 1822 marrying a Jules

My husband's grandmother and grandfather, Elizabeth Dedeaux IT and 
Lucien Moran II were civilly married in 1857 and if the Dedeaux chart 
could be relied on, she would have then been 10 years old. 


I think you will find most interesting the enclosed part of a map 
showing at least three of the old land claims in the Delisle are 
Sylvest Dedeaux lived in a house which stood, until destroyed by 
hurricane Gamille in 1969, on land of the claim of Bartholomew Grelot, 
father of the Elizabeth Grelot who married, not Bernard Dedeaux as

About Bourgaois--which you may already know: The enclosal axe 
axcorpts from "History of the Acadians" by Bona Arsenault, a copy 
of which I found after much searching. You probably know that 
there is, in French, a "Histoirs et Genealogie des Acadiens," in 
two volumes, by the same aubnor, “I do not have a copy of this 
two-volume work, 


Last summer, wo visited thasite of the old settlement of Jacques 
Bourgeois (old Beaubassin--good harbor in French) in Nova Scotia. 

It is rich farming land now, slightly west of the town of Amherst, 
N.S. We were interested because the second generation of the Morin 
family, Pierre Morin the Second, married at the church in Beau- 
bassin in 1682. There is a quota m1 of his marriage record in one 
of the issues of the MCH&GS quarterly. It is believed that this 
second Pierre MOrin had followed his father and mother from old 

Port Royal (now Annapolis Royal, N.S.), or had coms with them, to 
the Bourgeois settlement, If you read the marriage record, you will 
note it stases that he was ".,,formerly of Port Royal and now of 
Beaubassin..." A brother of the second Pierre Morin, namely Louis 
Morin, in the winter of 1687-88, impregnated the youngest daughter 
of the Governor of Acadia, Marie-Josspne LeNeuf, and consequently 
the entire Morin family--including in-laws, a total of 19 paople-- 
were exiled from Beaubassin, Louis was sent to be a ".,,Sailor for 
the King..." while all the family's possessions wore confiscated. 
Strangely, the girl's maternal uncle, gave them refuge at Restiigouche, 
on the Bay of Chaleurs., The family stayed there approximately 9 
years (Pierre Morin I died in 1690 at Restigouche, near today's 
Campbelltown, New Brunswick), before moving on to Quebec City and 
by 1709 to the south coast of the St. Lawrence across from Quebec City, 
at today's St, Pierre-du-Sud, Montmagny County. 


If you can ever make a trip up to that region (perhaps you alvsady 
have?) you would enjoy it. Of course, at this stage, I personally 
don't know that the Bourgeois on the Mississippi Coast ars the same 
Bourgeois of Acadia, Are you familiar with the "French Canadian and 
Acadian Review" published in Quebec? It costs $16 per year and the 
second quarterly issue has the above story on the Morins in it. It 
is thoroughly documented, mostly becauss a double Morin cousin-- 
Augustin Norbert Morin (1803~1865) was assistant Prime Minister of 
Canada during two administrations in the 1350's, If you can find 
copies of the FCAGR in your area, T am sure you will find them interes 
ting. As I believe you noted, there is a generation gap in there on

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the Bourgeois. So, also is there a generation gap on the Richards, 
Babins, Ryans (Reon, Rion, etc.) who show up on the Mississippi Coast 
in the latter half of the 1700's and intermarry with these same 
families--Bourgeois, LaFontaines, Babins, Ryans, Richards, Ladners, 

and Morins on the Mississippi Coast. At least one family of Morins 
shows up on the Mississippi Coast c1812 (in addition to our proven 

line of Morins) and is shown in a record as ",,,native of San Domingo". 
This is Jean Baptiste Morin whose widow is shown on today's map 88 cp cannA 
claiming all of today's Waveland, Mississippi. Her name was Satbesine 
Lachaume and in about 1820 she marrisd a Ramon and lived for awhile 

at least arontid Slidell, There is another family of Morins who show 

up around Slidell and New Orleans in the late 1700's also--one of whom 
is the first granulate sugar from cane syrup on a plantation where 
Audubon Park is today in New Orleans, and another of whom is married 

to a Saucier female. One of these Morin lines I belisve is going to 
prove to have been in the Illinois Country around Vincennes, Indiana 
(named for his mother's cousin, related to Louis Jolliet's wife), and 
in 1763 whan the English moved into the Illinois Country, many of the 
French settlers in the Illinois Country moved across tho Mississippi 
River into Spanish Catholic territory. I wonder if they then began 

to work their way down to New Orleans? Possibly some went to San 
Domingo and then came back to New Orleans during slave uprisings? 

Most of the male Morins in Canada were navigators and the first Joseph 
Morin who cama from the Quebec City area and married Louise Ladner 
(daughter of Nicolas Ladner who owned Cat Island first) was wadoubtedly 
familiar with water navigation (how else did he meat her on Cat Island?). 
They were actually married in Mobile, and in 1785 had five children 
baptized in New Orleans Cathedral, 


I'm getting off on a tangent too far, but my point is to siggest to 
you possibilities where you may find traces of your Bourgeois, There 
are so many, and there are so many Bourgeois Lines in early Louisiana, 
as well. You probably have checked thoss Acadians who came on the 
1785 ships?? And the Belle-Isle-en-Mer Acadians? 


Time is up for me. Our daughter is possibly some better at the moment, 
though still on maximum medication and under the cave of physicians 
at Ochsner's via long distiance. We hope you and your family are well.

About "Christian" and "Ladner",..: In the 1700's, the family 

of "Christians" were recorded simply as "Christian calied Ladner" 
or as "Ladner called Shristian" and I do not yet know for sure 
why thig is so, There is a 1719 vacord of a Nicolas Christian 

on a ship's list and in 172 he is shown in other records as 
simply "Christian" in Mobile Sathedral--as godfather at a Saucier's 
baptism, I thieve, We have at least two records showing the 

names interchangeably, We have tha marriage record (a certified 
photostat) of Joseph Morin the First and Louise "Christian" in 
1778 at Mobile (with Jean Favre as witness), and in 1785 theiz 
children as children of Louise "Paquet" and Joseph Morin are 
baptized. Howsver, when the grandchildren begin to be baptisad, 
in 1800+, they are baptized first as "Louisy Christian" being 
the grandmothar, then "Louise Paqui" or "Louise Paquet" being 
the grandmother, then "Louise Christiana" again being the grand- 
mother, etc. Only because the Joseph Morin the First does not 
change, nor does the paternal grandparents! names change, can we 
know for sure that this Christian-Paqui-~-Paquet-Ladner is jihs same 
grandmother!

The 1666 Census does not give his place of origin, 
nor the censuses of 1681 or 1686. A resaarcher in Canada found 
that most of the early names in Acadia came from the region of Q 
d'Aulnay in northwestern France, but Morin is very common, There Y 
was a Morin who captained a ship to Canada in 1599; one of the 
captains on one of Champlain's 17 trips to and from Canada wes a 
Morin, etc., etc, In 1610 a "Morin of the Bay of Cods" loaned

The first known Morin of our Line was married and had a child by 
1661 in Port Royal, and the Port Royal (now Annapolis) church 
registers have been lost, so if that register showed his origin, 
we have no way of proving it now.
